LOCKS AND KEYS. 


Tfctlr r»* C«» Be Traeed B*tk t* 
ttr Amtltmt CKTpllama. 


According to Dcnco. locks and keys 


can be traced back to the ancient Egyp- 
tians, more than 4.000 years ago. This 
Is Inferred from the sculptures ca the 
treat temple of Karnak. which closely 
resemble locks still In use there— 
cJunuy, massive wooden locks. In which 
three pins drop Into three bolts la the 
bolt when It is pushed In. and are 
raised by corresponding fixed pins on 
the big key. Similar Jocks and keys 
are found at JIosol. near Nineveh, tb* 
key being roore ILaa a foot long, quite 
clublike and often carried oa the tboaJ- 
der. 


Keys are also mentioned at the siege 


of Troy. 1103 H. C. The Itucicians 
are laid to have exchanged locks for 
tin frea Cornwall. Occasional notkvs 
cf them occur la many Greek and i:o- 
caa writers, fliny ascribir; thrfr !a- 
Tentioa to Theodorus of Simos. Hroaze 
and Iron keys have bocn foual Jn the 
rnins cf I'ompeii. 


Possibly far core ancient than these 
tre Chinese locks, with springs and 
tnmblers, some of them musical, almost 
exact counterparts cf toe famous 
Bramah locks of Ecjland la the eight- 
eenth century.
